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FIHST-FLOOB  BEDROOM 
AID  TO  FARM  HCMEMAKER 

A  first-floor  "bedroom  is  a  feature  of  a  farm  home  that  contri- 
butes greatly  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  housewife.     It  eliminates 
stair  climbing  many  times  a  day.     In  cold  or  wet  weather  it  may  "become  a 
playroom  for  the  younger  children.    While  the  mother  continues  her  downstairs 
work  she  can  oversee  them.    When  they  take  naps,  she  can  get  them  ready 
easily  and  can  hear  them  when  they  awaken.     If  she  herself  has  acquired  the 
very  desirable  habit  of  relaxing  for  a  short  period  morning  and  afternoon, 
a  downstairs  bedroom  is  convenient  for  this.     If  there  is  sickness  in  the 
house,  the  patient  can  use  the  first-floor  bedroom  so  that  the  housewife  may 
be  within  call  and  yet  free  to  go  on  with  the  housework.    A  first-floor 
bedroom  should  be  located  so  that  it  has  quiet  and  privacy  and  at  the  same 
time  will  be  accessible  to  the  work  area, 

A  first-floor  bathroom  often  suits  a  farm  family  better  than 
one  upstairs,  especially  if  there  is  only  one  bathroom.    Where  a  bathroom  is 
to  be  added  after  a  house  has  been  built,  it  is  well  to  avoid  the  mistake 
sometimes  made  of  putting  it  somewhere  off  the  kitchen.    A  better  plan  is  to 
give  access  to  the  bathroom  by  means  of  a  small  hall,  so  that  no  room  must  be 
entered  to  reach  the  bathroom. 
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
